T he empty 
cells welcomed more than half a d ozen 
d elud ed victims of alcoholic tend en­ 
cies. and the treasury will be enriched 
to no little extent. 
And y Brlcelln and William Maley 
were among the first to come und er 
the keen eyes of the ever vigilant 
force, although it isn't their fault th a t 
the public Is now aware of their esca 
pad e. 
They very thoughtfully had 
their true names erased from the slips 
containing the charges and the cogno­ 
mens of an imaginary And y Skelly 
and W illiam 
M anning substituted : 
b ut the eraser was not as new as the 
furniture a t city hall.and It left traces 
of the proper names in a m anner cal­ 
culated to cause a reportorlal 
In­ 
vestigation. 
T he 
whole cause of 
the trouble was a few word s between 
Henry 
Moutz and Ilrlcelin. 
They 
d id not use language of the most gen­ 
teel sort, and the Mid way, where the 
racket occurred , was soon tilled to 
overflowiog, so lamblike were their 
d emonstrations. 
When the crowd be­ 
came too large for comfort and the 
pressure threatened the d estruction 
of the build ings on .Sixth street op­ 
posite the alley, Moutz to(» k his d e­ 
parture w ithout waiting to ord er his 
carriage.

Hricelin paid iT.wi. 
and Maley d onated fo h o for the com­ 
m unity’s welfare. 
Phillip 
Robb

In many more .senses of the term 
than one. 
He operated so many 
glasses Saturd ay night th a t when the 
tim e arrived to attend the theater he 
was barely able to climb the steps. 
Officer Welch observed Phillip's .Sat­ 
urd ay evening cond ition and said the 
show would not be bankrupt w ithout 
his 
attend ance. 
Although Philip 
saw several tirues one officer of the 
law, he attem pted to argue the ques­ 
tion. 
T h a t was where he mad e a ser­ 
ious mistake. 
He w ent d own stairs 
much more rapid ly than he had as­ 
cend ed ,and was soon presented w ith a 
cute little patrol wagon fitted up for 
his especial comfort. 
Officer Wyman 
assisted Phlllo to enter the carriage 
and Patrolm an Meanor gave him a 
sw ift rid e to city hall. 
He was called 
on to open a bank account to the 
am ount of •o.HO.and looked lovingly at 
his gold watch as he laid it on the 
mayor’s d esk aud said he would call 
with his valet to settle the bill this 
morning.
